The latest White House pronouncement on 
the World Court situation has been widely in- 
terpreted as a sign that the Court will have to 
‘get along without the United States. This 
does not necessarily follow from the language 
of the pronouncement. What is clear from 
that language is that the United States is not 
likely to enter the World Court unless ‘the 
reservations laid down by the Senate are ac- 
cepted by the present signatories to the pro- 
tocol. As long as the relations of the League 
Council to the court are undefined, with re- 
spect to advisory opinions, we should be ex- 
tremely unwise to take other than ‘the most 
inelusive way of proteeting American inter- 
ests against a possible combination of foreign 
powers. The present members of the World 
Court know on precisely what terms the Unit- 
ed States is prepared to join them. They can 
accept or reject those terms. They must know 
by this time that ‘there will be no ‘punning 
after’’ the Court by the United States.
